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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Bowers does not disclose a 
device that at least one or more pointing components are integrated in an existing electronic device. The prior art of Bowers teaches adding 
the trackball/mouse pointing device to the already existing laptop. The limitation of "pointing component(s)" is broad and can be read as 
"ball 52 is a component of the pointing device 30". 

Applicant in the arguments on page 5, third paragraph, claims that "a device that at least one or more pointing components are 
integrated in an existing electronic device, that gives the already existing electronic device an auxilary function as a pointing device" this is 
different than what is claimed in claim 1 , which indicates "a device for giving an already existing electronic device an auxilary funtion as a 
pointing device, wherein at least one or more pointing components are integrated in the already existing electronic device By chaging 
the location of the sentences as stated in the arguments it mean that the one or more pointing components give the already existing 
electronic device an auxilary function as a pointing device. In the claims the limitation means "the already existing electronic device has one 
or more pointing components". 

Applicant in the claims mentions only auxilary function and not standard funtion. Applicant mentions "... and auxilary function as a 
pointing device" which is the pointing device 30 of Bowers. 

Applicant also argues that one skilled in the art would not combine teachings of Miyashita and Bowers. As a matter of fact both devices 
are mouse pointing devices and the functionality of both inventions are similar wherein (1 05a) is similar to pointing device (30) and the 
displcay screen is (101) compred to (24) in Bowers. 

Examiner suggests that the applicant describes the limitations of "auxilary funtion" and "pointing component" in more details. 
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
